Washington—Japan 
has won her 


first big diplomatic victory, In con- 
nection with the- coming international 
conference at Washngton The United 
States has decided to limit the larger 
conference here to 
Great 
Britain, 


France, Italy and Japan, while re- 
legating China to a consulting posi- 
tion. In other words, China will be 
called in whenever her interests are 
being discussed, but the rules of the 
conference, its problems and scops 
will be laid down by twenty men, the 
same being four representatives from 
Great Britain, United States, Italy, 
France and Japan, respectively 


When It was first announced that 


the United States had sent an invita- 
tion to China to attend the Washing- 
ton conference, the Japanese wonder 
ed why the United States should put 
China on a plane of equality with the 
major powers The Japanese press 
seemed to see in the more a desire on 
the part of the United States to be- 
come champion of China, especially 
in the reopening of old questions 
The American government, on 
the 


other Vand, has from the first sought 
to make it clear that the United 
States is not entering the conference 
as the chamoion of anything but in 
ternatlonal harmony and peace, and 
that insofar as it is necessary to re- 
move sources of friction and possible 
causes of war, America is anxious to 
examine, along with other powers, all 
such controversies, whether they re 
late to Japanese or Chinese preten 
sions 


The United States named In the or- 


iginal announcement, because of a 
convlr'ion that no international con 
ference could be held on Far Eastern 
questions without consulting China. 
The immediate reaction 
In 
Japan, 


however, to the first stories which 
linked China with the great powers 
has been such as to cause the Japan- 
ese to point out in their press and 
otherwise that the Interests of the 
conference, would be better served if 
the major nations made the rules of 
the conference, and invited from time 
to time other countries to explain 
their views. 


" Invite Others. 


It so happened that Holland and 


Belgium were profoundly disappointed 
to learn that China had been sum- 
moned, whereas Dutch and Belgian in- 
terests in the far east seemed to them 
important enough to require the pres- 
ence of commissioners from the Neth- 
erlands and 
Belgium. The United 


States handled that awkward sltuat on 
an well as possible by pointing: tut 
that whenever questions affecting Bel- 
glum and Holland were discussed, rep- 
resentatives 
from 
those 
countries 


would be asked to attend the confer- 
ence and listen to the proceedings and 
offer suggestions 
Indeed, if a con- 


vention or protocol Is drawn up to em- 
body the conclusion of the Washing- 
ton conference, it is not unlikoly that 
Belgium and Holland will be given an 
opportunity to become a party to the 
pact. 


While China is not to be a member 


of the main conference, she neverthe 
less will enjoy a preferred position 
over Belgium and Holland and other 
countries, because, after all, the main 
points of contention in the far east- 
ern conference affect the territorial in- 
tegrity and administrative independ- 
ence of China. 


Japs May Benefit 


There are those who believe that 


Japan will benefit by the exclusion of 
China from membership in the main 
conference, because the Japanese will 
be able through the secret proceedings 
of tho conference to 
express them- 


Bp'ves with respect to China, and there 
•will be no one present from China to 
offer refutation or to point 
out the 


disadvantages of the Japanese pro- 
posals. On the other hand, it is con- 
tended that the absence of China from 
the 
meetings of the principals 
will 


place a moral obligation upon all the 
other powers, including the United 
States, to see to it that the interests 
of China are constantly safeguarded. 


The informaion that China would 


not be a party to the main confer- 
ence was given 
out at the 
White 


House without comment The Chinese 
are not expected to take offense at 
their exclusion, because the principal 
object of the conference is limitation 
of armament. The discussion of far 
eastern questions, while very import- 
ant, is after all, a preliminary affair, 
end 
when an agreement 
has been 


reached on Far Eastern problems the 
conference will turn to a discussion 
of armies and navies, in which, of 
course, China stands on a 
footing 


with most small nations. 
It is the 


purpose of tho conference to take In- 
to consideration the interests of small 
nations, but none of them IB expected 
to participate in th* armament con- 
ference.

the United States treasury. 


That's one reason treasury officials 


and members of congress admitted 
Tuesday why the rest of tho American 
people 
are called on to bear such 


heavy tax burdens. 


It Is also the reason congress pro- 


poses certain changes In tho tax law, 
to plug leaks through which millions 
of dollars yearly are lost. 


If Uncle Sam could 
collect every 


year what he loses because of "tax 
free 
securities" he would 
have to 


levy $700,000,000 to $1,000,000,000 less 
in taxes 
on other 
things, 
officials 


agree 
These tax free securities rep- 


resent the greatest aid to tax dodg- 
ing by the rich. It is variously estim- 
ated that there are from $14,000,000,- 
000 to $34,000,000,000 
of them 
out- 


standing. 
The 
government 
can't 


touch them with its taxing power be- 
cause of a constitutional limitation 
on Its authority. 


It will take years to amend the con- 


stitution to mako these bonds taxable, 
Senators Smoot and others working 
on this problem agree. 
Meanwhile 


they want to plug this tax leak par- 
tially 
by reducing income rates so 


rich 
men 
will Invest 
in 
taxable 


securities.

RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN CROPS 


AND TRADE 


There is a very general acceptance of the 


idea that business activity is predicated 
on the prosperity of the farmers. It would 
be more in conformity with the facts of 
commerce to turn this proposition around. 
The prosperity of the farmers depends 
more vitally on the state of business than 
the state of trade on the agricultural sit- 
uation. To be exact, however, there is a 
real interdependence between manufac- 
ture and farming, and neither can be 
wholly fortunate unless the other also is 
nourishing. 


The crops which the farmers raise are 


purchased by the millions of persons iden- 
tified with manufacture, trade and finance 
who live in the cities. Foodstuffs 
and 


clothing materials 
are produced in the 


country and consumed in the centers of 
population. No matter whether the crops 
might be large or small, there would be 
only partial demand for them if the con- 
sumers were out of work so long as not to 
be buyers, or only to be buyers of small 
quantities. The ability of fanners to be 
purchasers results from the profits of their 
sales to their consumers in the cities. 


The next link in the illustration is that 


the earnings of persons connected with 
manufacture, trade and finance are corol- 
laries of industrial operations. 
The so- 


called buying power of the people is, there- 
fore sequential to the thriving conditions 
of industry; it is a result, and not a cause. 


Nor is it. primarily, the buying power of 


the people which brings about prosperity. 
The buying power of the people is but a 
relatively small factor in determining the 
volume of trade. The initial cause of gen- 
eral commercial prosperity is the buying 
power of the nation. And the big factor 
in the gross buying power is the purchas- 
ing which manufacturers 
carry on with 


one another. The construction industry in 
a collective sense, is the origin of the pur- 
chasing power, and consequently of gen- 
eral prosperity. 


These basic principles are worth remem- 


bering both in periods of commercial de- 
pression and eras of remarkable and spirit- 
ed activity. 
Capital and labor. Agricul- 


ture, manufacture, trade and finance, are 
interdependent. 
As a working combina- 


tion they create general prosperity.

ABOfT THE MORNING BATH. 


A reader says her husband has been for years a 


devotee of the practice of taking a cold plunse bath 
every morning on rising, "but lately," she continues 
he has heard that you ruin your health by this 
habit. Is that true?" 


I'll t<?ll the world not to worry about that. There 


isn't a ghost of a. chance that I'll ever ruin 
health that way. Just why I should climb out of a 
nice warm bed in the morning and subject my nice 
warm skin to the shock of a. cold wetting is more 
than I have ever been able to conceive, and I value 
health highly, too, yes, and pep, and vigor, and cour- 
age and everything. 


The morning cold bath habit is like touring 
:urope. 
People seemingly affect these things for 


the pleasure of talking about the accomplishment or 
distinction afterward. Then, too, I sometimes think 
a bad conscience has something to do with a trip to 
Surope or a cold morning bath. I notice particular' 
}• that in many novels the most immortal hero or 
leroine does a tremendous amount of bathing, on 
the theory, I suppose, that the bath will wash the 
sin away. 


Now, I am a believer in soap and water for the 


hands, and behind the ears and here and there. 
I 


am a believer m cleanliness rather than disinfectants 
or antiseptics. 
I even practice and advocate daily 


air baths, because the air is nature's greatest cleans- 
er. and besides, the air feels fine, summer or winter. 


But it does not feel good to plunge into a cold 


water bath immediately after wakening, and I have 
a suspicion that the plunge wastes more energy than 
it conserves or builds, in most cases. 


Instead of showing your nerve or courage by 


plunging into cold water on rising .in the morning, 
why not show your self-discipline by forcing your 
lazy body through a few vigorous exercises while 
you enjoy your morning air bath in your room? Of 
the two tests of courage, in my judgment, it requires 
greater courage to go through the regular stunt of 
exercise each morning than it does to jump into a 
cool bath and jump out again and polish your shiv- 
ering hide with a warm towel. Leave that for your 
swimming days. 
Take your conditioning exercises 


every morning in the year, to keep fit. 


I dare say the average cold morning bath enthusi- 


ast of my age and etatus is not in such good physical 
condition as I am, and I do not bathe below the neck 
more frequently than the law demands. I don't be- 
lieve the human skin was intended for an aquatic or 
amphibian animal, but for a land animal. This is all 
of my own individual belief or opinion In the cir- 
cumstances. It is a matter of opinion, and every 
doctor has his own opinion. Mine is that within rea- 
son, the more rarely we wet our bodies with -water 
the better for our health. More or less body-washing 
is rendered unavoidable, of course, by our civilized 
life.

The necessity for keeping the con- 
raband in as small bulk as possible 
has resulted in practically all of the 
bootleg business discarding beer and 
handling only whisky and gin.

Officers questioning 


the movements of big quantities of 
liquor, and attempting to seize it, have 
been confronted time and again with 
permits showing apparently bona fide 
ownership of the shipments, and ap- 
parently perfect but actually forged 
permits to move specified quantities 
from one place to another. Much of 
thi* liquor sold and moved on forged 
permits is obtained from distilleries 
which are flouting the law. 


Probably the worst result of the dry 


amendment and the Volstead law is 
the utterly conscienceless money-mad 
brand of bootlegger who does not take 
the trouble to get real whisky or even 
make a substitute containing pure 
grain alcohol, but puts together a con- 
coction containing the deadly wood al- 
cohol. A little of this terrible does 
means blindness, and a little more 
means certain death. The newspapers 
every day contain accounts of deaths 
resulting from drinking this poison, 
but it is doubtful if there has been a 
case where the dispenser of this stuff 
has received more than the penalty 
prescribed by the Volstead law. As a 
matter of fact, a bootlegger knowingly 
selling this kind of stuff Is guilty of 
plain murder. 
Government Hunts Big Gazoo Only 
The Bureau of Internal Revenue is 


not going after the little fellow, the 
retailer of contraband and forbidden 
jooze. This is not because of any 
sympathy with him or his machina- 
tions. 
Regardless of their personal 


vie-ws on the subject, the officials of 
this bureau are sworn to detect and 
prosecute Violations of the dry law, 
and they do that to the limit of their 
funds and capacities. Knowing it is 
impossible to go after every violator, 
it has been found necessary to leave 
the smaller offender to be dealt with 
by state and city authorities,' and 
concentrate attention on the whole- 
sale liquor manipulator. 


A flying squadron has been organ- 


ized, and is moved from city to city 
to try and break up the bootlegging 
systems. 
Recently 
this 
squadron 


made important arrests in Baltimore, 
and went from there to New Tork. 
Some arrests will be made, but Balti- 
more is not dry nor will New Tork be. 
Revenue officials know this, but plug 
away at their jobs as hard as they 
can, knowing that complete success 
can be theirs only when a preponder- 
ant percentage of public opinion is in 
favor of hard and fast enforcement 
of the dry amendment. 


The attention of the Internal Rev- 


enue Bureau is directed toward the 
rum smuggling along the Atlantic 
:oast, particularly from the smaller 
slands lying off the southern states. 
The promise of some action in the 
near future against these smuggling 
bootleggers has been made, and ar- 
rests may be looked for sometime dur- 
ng the autumn. It is admitted, 
though, that with the thousands of 
natural harbors along the South At- 
antic and Gulf Coasts, not a great 
deal can be accomplished. A few of 
the big operators may be caught, but 
there will be scores ready to step in- 
to their places, attracted by the big 
fortunes which may be made q-uickly 
.n this illicit business. 


Right now the situation is aeen by 


officials about in this light—the United 
States has two long coast lines, filled 
with fine harbors for small boats, it 
has several thousand miles of border, 
and liquor will continue to come in on 
all sides jnst as long as people -want 
.t and pay for it. 
Only reversal of 


popular sentiment can dry up the 
American ocean of rum.
